As facilities become avail- 
able, we are putting in telephones in 
proper turn for those waiting. 


New telephone instruments are being 
installed as rapidly as they are delivered, 
and by the first of the y ear—or shortly 
thereafter— wc shall be able to furnish 
service for those waiting in neighborhoods 
where there already is enough central 
office equipment and cable to connect 
their telephones. 


The slower, more complicated job of 
building and installing central office 
equipment, in the many towns where it is 
needed, is being pushed. A lot of progress 
will be made by the middle of 1946, and 
most of this job should be completed by 
the end of the y ear.

Mobile radiotelephoning — whereby 
drivers of busses, truck s, and automobiles 
can talk through the central telephon« 
sy stem—will be developed.
